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BARBERRY  P^OBHATIONAL  ACTIVITIES  WIIH  SOUIH  DAKOTA 
4-H  CLUB  CAIiPS  - 1951.

Boys  and  gii'ls  who  gathered  for  4-H  club  camps  from  various 
sections  of  South  Dakota  this  summer  received  informational  entertain- 
ment when  the  plaj>Uet,  ”The  Trek  of  the  CoiTjmon  Barberry"  was  presented 
to  then.  Additional  information  rolativc  to  barberry  end  black  stem 
rust  was  given  to  the  boys  as  a part  of  the  special  classroom  instruc- 
tional program. 

Barberry  eradication  found  a place  in  a total  of  11  club  camps. 
Those  comps  wore  held  at  places  wherein  practically  every  port  of  the 
State  was  represented  by  several  club  members.  Dirring  the  course  of  the 
schedule  a total  of  2,049  people  saw  the  playlet.  Of  this  number,  555 
were  4-H  boys  and  1,009  wore  4-H  girls.  The  remaining  number  consisted 
of  people  who  wero  either  visitors  or  instructors  at  the  camps. 

Preparation  for  the  Playlet 

111  order  to  have  a stunt  or  playlet  of  some  tj^c  included 
in  the  program  at  club  camps,  it  was  necessary  that  it  represent  a 
’■'orth-whilc  subject.  The  barberry  eradication  playlet  as  suggested  by 
H.  H.  Jones,  State  Club  Leader,  merited  attention  because  it  provided 
an  educational  feature  as  ^'"cll  as  entertainment.  It  also  was  practi- 
cal because  it  aided  indirectly,  at  least,  in  eradicating  barberry 
bushes  in  this  State, 
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111  riir.king  prcpr'.rr.tion  for  this  plr.ylct,  it  1^-3  realized  thzt 
cji  r.uthor  of  r.  ploy  must  possess  spccir.l  fr.cultios  not  commonly  found. 
Thoreforo,  it  fos  ncccss^ny  to  •^.cquirc  the  cooperotion  of  someone  in- 
vested vith  plr.y-vriting  oliility.  .If ter  the  plons  voro  proposed  in 
regord  to  the  t^/pc,  length,  end  purpose  of  the  oct,  it  vc.s  decided 
thot  the  story  should  pcrtr.in  to  the  migrotion,  spr coding,  finding, 
end  destruction  of  the  coriinon  borberry  in  o moniicr  in  nhich  the  young- 
sters T/ould  obsorb  it  vith  o dcsiro  to  help  in  the  crodicotion  pro- 
gram. 

The  plons  mere  prepored  os  o result  of  the  Suggestions  of 
scvcrrl  interested  people,  Hovcver,  credit  should  be  given  Ilr.  Q,  D, 
George  for  preporing  the  ploj^lot,  mid  to  I'ir.  -Tones  for  uriting  the 
prologue.  The  costumes  mere  furnished  through  the  courtesy  of  tho 
Conference  for  the  Prevention  of  Gr'^.in  Rust. 

Others,  including  Messrs.  Fletcher,  Pophom,  Meier,  ond  Bulger ^ 
offered  voluoblc  suggestions  ond  oidod  in  o.sscmbling  the  nocossory 
opuipment  for  its  presontotion . 

In  order  to  present  tho  plr.ylct,  it  'oos  found  thot  o totol  of 
nineteen  chorocters  ■'oero  needed  to  rnrkc  up  the  cost,  Tiieso  cliorocters 
o'cre  4-H  boys  ond  girls  sclrctcd  from  the  personnel  of  the  vorious 
club  crnips . 

h letter  xir.s  sent  to  ooch  comp  monogcr  o fev  doys  prior  to  tho 
opening  of  the  ermp,  osking  him  to  select  the  cost.  To  oid  him  in  his 
selection,  o diogrom  ond  oxplonotion  of  e-'.ch  chorocter  occomponied  tho 
letter.  This  informotion  indicoted  the  size  .mid  type  of  the  cost, such 
os:  number,  sox,  stoture,  ond  dcsiroble  octing  obility.  In  selecting 
the  c.ost  before  comp  opened,  o considcroblc  '^.mount  of  ti  c oms  soved 
since  the  ch.'^.r ictcrs  ‘“cre  osscmblcd  upon  the  orrivol  of  the  ploy  direc- 
tor, The  ports  'ocrc.  then  given  ond  rohc.orsols  of  the  pl.oy  oerc  quickly 
storted.  This  type  of  orgrnizotion  o^'^.s  nccoss.ory  in  thot  sovorol  club 
comps  vero  held  in  succession  ond  oc c.osionolly  too  comps  v/oro  hold  ot 
the  some  time.  In  this  m.mincr  o l.orgc  niunbcr  of  c.mnps  ov.s  rcochod 
since  only  o dry  or  tvo  r:os  nocossory  ot  coch  one. 

Individuol  cords  "cre  prep.orod  on  v.hich  o'os  printed  tho  port 
coch  chorocter  —os  to  memorize.  These  cords  o'crc  given  the  boys  ond 
girls  os  corly  os  possible  in  order  thot  f 'cy  o’ould  hove  plenty  of 
time  to  study  their  ports  before  the  oct  v:os  presented.  Tho  ploylct 
consists  of  cii'^^it  memory  sections  ■'.nd^-ith  tho  exception  of  throe 
people,  no  one  hos  more  th.-^n  one  short  st.-^nzo. 
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Through  the  cooporution  of  the  crinp  officials  sufficient  time 
■70.S  cllotcd  for  rohcojrsr.ls . Sinco  only  e.hout  20  to  25  minutes  of  time 
ucro  noccssrry  to  present  the  net,  sovcrnl  prr.ctice  sessions  ucro  ob- 
tained by  taking  ''.dvantage  of  spare  tiLie  ai.lotod  to  members  of  tho 
ermp.  The  boys  and  girls  did  not  resent  giving  up  their  spare  time 
forvpractico  purposes  because  they  invariably  enjoyed  being  actors  and 
actresses.  Dress  rehorrsals  mere  held  and  supplied  added  enthusiasm 
to  the  pr-.ctico  periods. 

The  playlet  a'as  usually  presented  to  tho  cmnp  members  mid 
visitors  during  their  stunt  program,  but  occasionally  it  r:as  found 
necessary  to  resort  to  another  time  for  tho  presentation.  This  a^as 
the  case  v/hen  tho  director’s  schedule  at  another  camp  interfered. 
Hoa'cvor,  in  spite  of  a r-pidly  moving  schedule,  a I'^rger  number  of 
people  moro  reached  th.-^n  mould  othormiso  have  been  possible,  if  more 
time  more  taken  at  each  comp. 

In  order  that  tho  char'^ctors  could  be  dressed  in  their 
respective  costumes  quickly  and  neatly  it  mas  necessary  that  help 
bo  obtained.  Assistance  in  this  matter  veas  secuTod  through  the  good 
mill  of  several  instructors  at  tho  camp.  After  the  playlet  mas 
finished,  the  costumes  mere  -sscmbled ; checked  to  see  if  every  p^jrt 
aaas  present,  and  then  packed,  ready  for  use  at  tho  next  camp. 

lui  attempt  mas  made  at  each  presentation  of  the  playlet  to 
select  those  -Tho  played  their  parts  especially  'aoll  and  include  thicir 
names  in  a proposed  all-star  cast.  This  mas  done  in  viom  of  the 
possibility  of  assembling  tho  various  stars  from  the  several  camps 
at  some  future  gathering  at  mhich  the  playlet  "Tould  be  presented. 

By  choosing  a.  cast  of  characters  mho  have  already  p^'.r ticipated  in  tho 
play  and  have  done  especially  r.oll,  it  seems  that  tho  performers 
could  bo  sent  on  the  stage  with  a bettor  understanding  of  tho  ideas 
to  bo  broadcast  and  a better  ability  to  perform,

Slight  c’nanges  have  boon  made  in  a fev  of  the  verses 
and  some  additions  v.re  dcomod  nccossco7y.

Spores  enter  from  left,  marcfci  mound  bmborry  bush,  then 
around  grain.  Thoy  then  form  chain  from  benberry  to  grain, 
with  last  man  choking  the  grain.  Weather  mn  sprinkles  grain 
with  water,  and  shines  on  it.  He  then  retires  to  back  cf 
stage . 

Grain  speaks  linos  and  acts  ill:

ilnethor  po,rt  of  the  staged  progrev:  xic.s  that  of  distributing 
a card  to  each  boy  ruid  girl.  In  explaining  the  purpose,  it  nas  non- 
tionod  that  a centest  e.-as  about  to  begin  end  urged  that  each  nenbor 
of  each  group  of  county  representatives  at  comp  should  enter  as  a con- 
testant, Each  cor'd  reveo.led  the  possible  hiding  places  of  barberr^^- 
bushes  a:i':i  it  suggested  that  by  looking  in  those  places  more  bushes 
nay  bo  '‘’.iscovered  nhich  uould  increase  the  total  f'r  the  county  .This 
nould  give  the  county  a better  chor-ce  to  nin  a i^rize  uhc.n  the  number 
of  locations  nero  added  together.  A second  prize  to  be  avar'ded  to  the 
county  returning  the  loj'gost  nimber  of  cards  ~as  mentioned.  It  mas  sr.id 
that  the  prizes  mould  bo  presented  to  the  minning  counties  at  the 
Junior  Short  C.ourso,  idiich  is  .held  during  the  v, Inter  months.  This  group 
consists  cf  4-H  nembors  mho  have  achieved  speciaJL  mention  and  have  boor- 
asked  to  attend  the  short  caur*se. 

The  cards  vroro  to  be  rctu.rnod  to  Brookings  on  or  before  a de- 
finite date  sot  at  each  car.p,  Tliat  date  limited  the  time  for  hunting 
to  a.bcut  one  month.  The  necessary  identifying  c'^-aractoristics  mhich 
mould  assist  the  hunter  in  detecting  the  shrub  a:ong  many  others  mas 
also  included  on  the  car'd.  During  the  course  of  11  crxips  a totaJ.  of 
1,441  cards  mas  distributed  to  the  boys  and  girla.  It  soencl  appro- 
priate to  distribute  those  mhilc  the  people  T.'oro  still  thinking  of 
barberry  and  a.lso  to  explain  thorouajily  the  desire  of  our  nation  to 
bo  relieved  of  the  bar*borry  and  stem  rust  burden. 

To  date  (November  5)  the  number  of  cards  returned  is  loss  thr.n 
100.  This  is  not  a very  encouraging  shoming,  and  it  is  very  ioubtful 
if  tho  prizes  mentioned  mill  be  given.  Apparently''  a different  method 
of  distributing  those  ca.rds  ’aculd  add  to  tho  ucrccntago  returned. 
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Clr.ss-rooin  Instru.ction  of 

, ^ Bo.rborry  ond  Blo.ck  Ston  Rust. 

Tho  odv.cationnl  enter tainiiicnt  as  presented  in  ’’The  Trek  of 
the  Comraon  Barberry”  v.t.o  acconpaniod  by  class-roDm  instruction  portain- 
i ing  to  berberry  and  sten  rust.  This  type  of  inforraa.tional  rnr^torial  vjas 

proparod  for  instructional  rrork  in  the  various  sections  conposod  of  4-H 
club  boys . 

In  arranging  tho  schodulo  for  caiap  visitations,  cooperation  uas 
rccoivod  from  tho  4-H  club  officials  in  placing  barberry  and  store  rust 
instruction  at  suitable  periods  in  order  that  tho  tirao  elomont  nculd  not 
interfere  vith  a scheduled  visit  to  onotlior  camp. 

Instructional  material  ras  composed  of  information  relative  to 
barberry  md  black  stem  rust,  emuts,  and  scab.  Those  diseases  '.voro 
soloctod  since  they  ere  usually  the  most  destructive  ones  vhich  att.ack 
tho  smell  grain  crops  of  South  DaJ^ota  and  thcreforo  provided  valuable 
information  of  interest  to  tho  boys.  Subject  ma-ttcr  on  those  diseases 
mas  included  in  the  talk  entitled  ’'Diseases  of  Cereal  Crops."  A largo 
porcontago  of  tho  boys  live  on  farrm  and  have  v’itnessod  those  diseases 
in  their  father's  crops,  ospocially  the  more  prov^lcnt  rusts  and  smuts.

history,  life  stories,  control  measures , -'.nd  an  appeal  o;as  made  to 
tho  group  to  aid  in  the  finding  and  ropm-ting  of  rust-sproading  b.ar- 
f borrics.  By  entering  into  the  purely  instructional  side  cf  tho  ban- 

borry  informational  program,  the  boys  as  a vl'lc  roalizedL  tho  necessity 
of  banberry  eradication.  They  T.-cro  given  a gocdlj/'  number  cf  facts 
vhich  r/orc  bracked  up  and  driven  home  by  the  characters  acting  in  tho 
playlet. 

A total  of  555  boys  rocoived  instruction  in  diseases  of 
^ coroal  crops  in  a series  of  24  meetings.  Their  attitude  t.t.s  as  a rule

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Value  of  this  Project 


The  value  of  r or  king  vith  boys  ojid  girls  in  regard  to  the 
eradication  of  barberry  is  quite  difficult  to  cstinato.  It  nay  bo 
noasurod  by  the  number  of  brxbcrrics  reported  by  boys  end  girls  aiio 
receive  informational  material,  but  it  soons  to  have  a farther  and  more 
lasting  effect.  The  boys  and  girls  uho  took  part  in  the  presentation 
of  the  plr.ylot  should  alvays  remember  about  tim  barberry  and  stem  rust. 
In  addition,  those  vho  sau  the  plajrlet  given  mill  also  ronombor  it.

Survey  activities  for  this  season  carx  to  a close  on  Novonber 
6.  Favorable  fall  voathor  through  October  and  eenly  Novonbor  xrr.s  an 
aid  to  our  men  in  r.ia.king  rapid  progress  in  the  rura.l  survey  of  Auglaize 
County,  The  territory  vas  covered  noro  rapidly  end  brnberries  uero 
more  easily  seen  than  at  any  tine  since  oanly  suirmior.  Before  closing 
the  field  season  an  area  of  barberries  was  eradicated  in  Auglaize 
County  which  was  discovered  as  a result  of  our  barberrj^  display  at  tho 
Auglaize  County  Fair  this  fall. 

Throughout  the  field  season  our*  eradication  activities  wero 
confined,  almost  entirely,  to  Chanpaign,  Logon,  Shelby,  and  Auglaize 
Counties.  In  addition  to  the  intensive  survey  of  these  counties  bon- 
berry  leads,  which  ho.d  accumulated  in  the  office  duning  tho  past  year, 
wero  investigated.  /J.1  bunhes  found  as  a result  of  this  investigation 
wore  destroyed. 

During  tho  progress  of  the  survey  in  those  counties,  our  scouts 
wero  frequently  told  by  farmers,  how  black  stem  rust  had  effected  their 
snoll  grain  crops  at  vonious  tines  throughout  tho  years. 

In  tho  counties  surveyed  this  sumnor,  tho  pcrcontago  of  snail 
grain  crops  grown,  ranges  from  18^  in  Logan  County  to  as  high  as  26^ 
in  Shelby  County,  of  tho  totoA  fam  Lind  vxcr.  Considering  tho  fact 
that  last  spring  there  wore  3,791  bamberry  bushes  and  naaiy  thousands 
of  seedlings  growing  on  167  properties  in  those  four  counties,  there 
is  satisfaction  in  the  thought  that  with  those  barberries .destroyed  a 
recurrence  of  black  stem  rust  epidemics  to  crops  in  those  counties  is 
rather  remote . 


Very  little  110.01^  stem  rust  was  found  during  the  rust  sur- 
vey this  year,  in  counties  "^/here  the  intensive  second  survey  was  con- 
ducted in  1930,  This  fact  is  rather  encouraging  since  black  stem 
rust  was  rather  prevalent  near  knom  barberry  areas  this  yoar. 

Many  of  the  bushes  and  seedlings  destroyed  this  yearn  were 
found  growing  in  out-of-the-way  places,  along  fence  rows,  bamks  of 
streams,  pastirres  and  woodlots . (November  12,  1931).

It  has  boon  possible,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  to 
investigate  all  of  the  3c  ads  on  file.  j‘.s  a result  of  investigating 
these  loads  during  the  year,  82  bushes  were  found  on  36  properties, 
and  in  addition  6,  and  possibly  8,  new  areas  of  escaped  bushes  wore 
found  but  not  Tjorked.  In  other  v'ords,  we  arc  finding  bushes  faster 
than  we  can  destroy  them  and  do  a.  reasonable  amount  of  foot  sirrvcy 
in  areas  of  escaped  bushes  being  worked.  It  is  cstima.tcd  that 
probably  tvro  thousond  bushes  will  be  found  in  the  now  areas  men- 
tioned.

The  a,ecial  stage  on  moll  pressed  specimens  may 
bo  made  to  appoan  very  natural  by  touching  it  li^tly  v.lth  an  orange 
cra.yon.  The  urodcnial  stage  usuallj-  dries  rust  red  in  color  but  if 
it  is  deadened  somemhat,  its  color  ma.y  also  be  emphasized  by  touch- 
ing it  mith  bromn  and  red  crayons.  Theso  ano,  of  course,  used  only 
as  mail  demonstrations  at  coimriunity  fairs.

During  the  m^onth  of  October,  informational  activities  wore 
carried  on  in  tv/o  counties  in  Colorado,  lir.  Shepherd  devoted  his 
entire  time  to  ?/orking  schools  in  '<7old  County  while  the  District 
Loader  visited  many  schools  in  Larimer  County. 

Three  tj^os  of  schools  wore  visited  and  demonstrations 
given  at  each.  Rural  schools,  sixth  to  eighth  grades,  high  schools, 
Smith-Hughes  classes  and  general  science  classes  and  in  two  cases 
student  body  assemblies;  also  freshman  science  and  botany  groups  in 
one  college.  Dauring  this  mnnth  55  classes  wore  visited  and  demon- 
strations given  to  1,654  students. 

In  Wold  County  47  classes  or  groups  wore  met;  the  atten- 
dance totaling  1,406.  Twenty-thneo  Rust  Buster  Clubs  were  organized. 
Rorty-iiine  Lesson  Plan  sots  were  given  out,  14  slide  sets,  49  litora.- 
turo  file  boxes,  568  Rust  Buster  buttons,  480  bulletins  and  some  200 
specimens  of  rusted  barberry  loaves,  wheat,  etc.

It  ‘■'as  interesting  to  note  that  in  Weld  County  an  especially 
keon  reception  vas  given  the  Rust  Buster  Club  idea  due  to  tho  fact  that 
the  school  health  authorities  give  certificates  to  the  students  for 
certain  standards  of  health  and  .acth/ity.  A membership  in  tho  Rust 
Buster  Club  is  accepted  as  one  "point"  tovard  a certificate. 

The  District  Leader  and  Mr.  Shepherd  visited  several  schools 
together  in  order  to  study  irothods  of  presenting  the  subject  to  differ- 
ent types  of  schools.  Tho  folloving  methods  vere  tried:  lantorn  slide 
lectures,  film  strip  lectures,  and  discussion  method  by  using  the  black- 
board and  largo  colored  pictures. 

The  latter  seems  to  arouse  the  most  interest  in  grade  and 
Smith-IIu^ies  schools  as  all  the  students  taJee  pert  in  the  discussion. 

Eollonung  each  meeting  tho  materials  and  Lesson  Plans  are 
Icftarith  the  teachers  aho  plan  to  take  up  tho  study  in  detail.  In 
the  Smith -Huglies  classes  it  is  planned  to  rork  in  a field  trip  sometime 
during  tho  year.
